The Mail and Empire Ottawa correspon- 
dent, discussing the rumors at the capital 
regarding the Winnipeg conference, says the 
reports to the government are most encour- 
aging. Nothing definite is known as to the 
propositions, but, he says, in what is a pro- 
bably more or less inspired article, it is not 
difficult, from what is generally known here 
to surmise the nature of the terms the fed- 
eral representatives are prepared to offer. 
They ere well aware that in sparsely settled 
districts of the province Catholics do not 
desire there should be two sets of schools, 
if those that are common are not offensive 
to their religicn. The necessity for segre- 
gation of the two communities educationally 
is confined to certain well defined districts. 
Bearing this in mind it will not be surpris- 
ing if the delegates agreed in the rural dis- 
tricts, outuide of Provencher, there should 
ke one set of schools at which religious 
training conformable to the wishes of the 
parents should be given after school hours 
and at which text books should be alike 
unobjectionable from a Protestant orCatholic 
standpoint.
